Montauk, L. I., May 18, 1941, 
females. 

Xysticus luctans C. Koch. Montauk, L. I., May 18, 1941, male. 

Coras medicinalis Hentz. Montauk, L. I., June 16, 1940, female. 
Alley Pond, Nov. 3, 1940, Manhasset, L. I., May 7, 1941, 
3 females. 

Lycosa gulosa Walck. Manhasset, L. I., May 7, 1941, a male and 
female. 

Lycosa modesta Keys. Pelham Bay Park, April 17, 1941, two 
females. New Rochelle, May 1, 1941, female. New to the 
state. Apparently missing in the list, as many others. This 
species is quite common on Long Island (Gertsch).
